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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Nelson: 


I herein submit my second annual report as superintendent 
of schools. | 


The problems that confront the American school system 
in general have become much more acute since my last report. 
The teacher shortage, the scarcity of materials, the lack of 
home supervision of pupils, and the run down condition of 
school plants due to neglect during the depression are sample 
issues. Definite plans must be made to solve these problems in 
the town of Nelson if the health, safety, and welfare of its 
youth are to be protected. 


The present is not an appropriate time for reeommenda- 
tior:s concerning additional facilities due to limited personnel 
and the shortage of materials. Nevertheless, various plans for 
improvement should be given careful considerations now, so 
that a more constructive program can be maintained in the 
immediate post-war world. It appears that some revision in the 
organization and several improvements in the facilities at both 
the Nelson Village and Munsonville schools would do much 
to retain a well qualified personnel which is probably the most 
significant factor in a good school. A two room school with not 
more than four grades per teacher would not only permit 
more specialized instruction but also double the time for indi- 
vidual help and attention. This classification implies that all 
the pupils in the town would receive the same advantages and 
that only one set of improvements is essential or desirable. 
May I suggest that a committee be appointed at the next 
regular annual school district meeting to make a study and. 
report to the tax payers on this situation in order that the 
schools may be strengthened through this or some other plan 
resulting from such investigation. 


The maintenance of a modern school plant is an invest- 
ment of increasing significance. The new challenge of ‘‘ Eduea- 
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tion for World Understanding’’ involves many new responsi- 
bilities. This objective of unversal education has not only pro- 
vided the ideals for democratic leadership in the past but will 
be the means for peace and happiness in the future. We must 


_. find the ways and means in our public schools to develop and 


maintain those ideals of individual freedom for which the 
whole world now struggles. 


ORGANIZATION 


At the close of the school year in June 1944, Mrs. Belle 
E. Carter completed seventeen years of teaching in the town 
of Nelson. This long period of service in behalf of the youth 
of this community is appreciated. This tribute is especially 
appropriate for one who returned to teach after announcing 
her retirement. Mrs. Carter accepted this responsibility as a 
patriotic duty during the teacher famine. 

There have been three teachers in the Munsonville school 
during the current school year. Following the resignation of 
Belle Carter, Bertha Jennison was employed as a substitute 
teacher for the first term beginning September 5, 1944. Eleanor 
Jackson was also employed as a substitute until the district 
engaged the services of Gladys Hurlbutt of Wilmot, N. H. Miss 
Hurlbutt is a graduate of Keene Teachers College and an 
experienced teacher. 

Mrs. Olive Beard of Keene resigned as teacher of the 
Nelson Village school in June 1944. We were fortunate to 
obtain the services of Miss Josephine Stewart of Hinsdale, N. 
H. in September 1944. Miss Stewart graduated from the 
four year course at Keene Teachers College in June 1944 and 
has started out well as a teacher. 


PROMOTIONS

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There were twenty-eight pupils enrolled in the» Munson- 
ville school in September 1944. This overcrowded condition 
including eight grades has been improved in many. ways by a 
subsequent decrease in enrollment. However the loss of several 
tuition pupils from Stoddard will affect the budget. 

Standard Intelligence and Achievement Tests were given 
to all pupils during the school year 1943-1944. Special tests 
in Spelling and Arithmetic were also administered as a_basis 
for remedial instruction. The Otis Standard Graduation ex- 
amination was given in June.
